Hou ston — Ev en Jim Lov ell, 
who had sworn off in adv ance 
of d l the trou bles, is ready to 
tak e another shot at getting to 
the moon. 
That was the main point 
made Tu esday night by a 
relax ed, confident, wisecrack ­ 
ing Apollo 13 crew in its first 
big press conference 
since 
bringing themselv es and their 
strick en spaceship home in one 
piece last week end. 
Lov ell, 42, who has made fou r 
Jou rney s into space and spent 
more time there than any other 
hu man being, did most of the 
talk ing in his role as mission 
commander. 
Said Lov ell: “If the (space) 
agency wants this crew to go 
back to Fra Mau ro (Apollo 13’s 
intended landing site on the 
moon) weTl be glad to go. 
“If they want some other 
crew 
to 
go, 
that’s 
their 
decision.” 
Command modu le pilot John 
L. Swigert and lu nar modu le 
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pilot Fred W. Haise, both space 
rook ies, agreed. 
What the peril-filled Apollo 13 
flight did for him, Swigert said, 
was “increase my confidence 
in this cou ntry ’s space pro­ 
gram.” 
While 
others 
might 
call 
Apollo 
13’s 
abortiv e 
moon 
mission a failu re, he q u ipped, 
“I consider recov ery of the 
crew a su ccessfu l conclu sion” 
to the mission. 
While 
all 
three 
c r e w 
members are ready to risk 
their liv es again, Lov ell did 
note that there are a lot of 
other astronau ts standing in 
line waiting for a space flight 
and that they deserv e their op­ 
portu nity . 
The three crewmen whose 
plight k ept mu ch of the world 
nerv ou s for mu ch of last week 
were not able to throw any 
light on what happened to their 
space v ehicle bey ond what has 
already been said abou t an ex ­ 
plosion in an ox y gen tank on 
the command modu le. 
Bu t they did admit they were 
worried abou t ev er getting 
back home and they were 
remark ably good hu mored and 


casual abo ut what had hap- 
pened to them. 
Their biggest problem, they 
said, 
was 
the 
cold 
tem- 
p e r a t u r e s —d ow nt o 38 
degrees—that dev eloped in the 
spaceship before 
they 
got 
home. 
“There was one water leak in 
the lu nar modu le, Swigert said, 
“which I discov ered when I got 
my feet wet.” 
Another concern was that the 
“py rotechnic” sy stem u sed to 
fire 
the 
crippled 
serv ice 
modu le away from the com­ 
mand modu le might not work 
properly and there was no way 
to get a reading on it from the 
grou nd. 
Ano ther crisis was separating 
the lunar mo dule, Aquarius, 
which had kept to em aliv e, 
fro m the co mmand mo dule. 
As preparations for this were 
going on, Lov ell said, he was 
in the lu nar modu le tak ing 
sightings for Swigert and he 
cou ld see the earth ou t the 
windows.

of lov e and witness.” 
The req u est was granted by 
an almost u naimou s v ote.

Dr. Anna Hedgeman, 71-y ear- 
old black edu cator and one­ 
time assistant to former New 
York May or Robert Wagner, 
receiv ed a standing ov ation 
after telling delegates that they 
had been pay ing too high a 
price for chu rch u nity .

Svay Rieng Province, Cambodia—The peri­ 
lous situation of Cambodian troops in this south­ 
ern border province last week reflected how much 
the immediate fate of Cambodia rests with the 
North Vietnamese politburo. 
Svay rieng ville, 
the 
province capital, faced 
Vietnamese Communist 
troops 
on the north, 
south, and east. A Cam­ 
bodian brig ade was dug 
in on a mile-long line 
east of the city facing 
the Communist-held town 
of Prasaut, after having 
retreated from the bor­ 
ders. For a month, the 
Cambodian army has 
Ev ans & No v ak 
been entrenching to defend the capitals of Svay 
Rieng and other border provinces. 
Its chances rang e from poor to hopeless. 
The army , hastily expanded from 18,000 to 28,000 
combat soldiers, is poorly trained, unevenly led, 
and horribly eq uipped. It faces battle-seasoned 
North Vietnamese reg ulars. In what action there 
has been as they withdrew from the border, the 
Cambodians fared badly .

In sum, the o ptio ns are Hano i’s. If it wants to 
press into the natio nal capital o f Phno m Penh and 
set up a puppet go v ernment under Prince 
No ro do m Sihano uk, the Cambo dians canno t suc­ 
cessfully resist. Mo re likely , ho wev er, the Co m­ 
munists will be co ntent to so lidify their ho ld o n the 
bo rder pro v inces essential to them as sanctuary 
and lo gistical base fo r the Vietnam war.

This would mean de facto partition of Cam­ 
bodia. The border provinces would be controlled 
who lly by Hano i 
with Prince Sihanouk possibly 
shipped in from Pek ing for a vestig e of leg ality . 
The Western-leaning g overnment of Gen. Lon Nol 
wo uld co ntro l the 
rest of the country but would be 
in precario us shape indeed. 
Acco rdingly , unless the Nixon administration 
respo nds with prompt help for the Lon Nol reg ime, 
the go lden o ppo rtunity 
offered March 18 when 
Sihano uk was deposed will have been lost. Hanoi’s 
Cambo dian sanctuary will be more secure than 
ever. 
What mak es Cambodia’s plig ht particularly 
lamentable is that this is no civU war at all but a 


Communist Vietnamese invasion ag ainst their 
former host. At this writing there has been no 
Cambodian Communist g uerrilla activity . Peasant 
demonstrations in Sihanouk ’s behalf, whipped up 
by the prince’s provincial officials immediately 
after his fall, ended once the Lon Nol g overnment 
put its own men in the provinces.

Althoug h Cambodian peasant worship of 
Sihanouk as g od-k ing may persist, it has been 
eclipsed by anti-Vietnamese sentiment stirred up 
by the new g overnment. This has produced not 
only 
inexcusable 
slaug hters of 
Vietnamese 
civilians in border provinces but also a g enuine 
outpouring of national patriotism. 


Traveling throug h the 
imperiled 
border 
reg ions, we observed a spirit absent from war- 
weary South Vietnam. Recruits bound for the front 
on buses wave and cheer. The confidence, 
poig nantly naive, of Cambodian officers is ty pified 
by a brig ade commander who as a lieutenant in 
the French colonial army 20 y ears ag o had foug ht 
the Communist Viet Minh. His troops facing en­ 
circlement by Viet Cong at Neak Leung Fery on 
the Mek ong River, the colonel contemptuously 
declared, “We k now these Viet Cong as we k now 
our household dog s.” 
Some western diplomats in Phnom Penh fear 
that this national patriotism based on anti-Viet­ 
namese feeling h a s popularized the Lon Nol 
g overnment at a hig h price — a chance for Hanoi 
to dismember the country . According to this 
theory , the overriding motive of the coup was to 
substitute 20th century g overnment for Sihanouk ’s 
capricious autocracy , and the demand that Com­ 
munist troops leave Cambodia was merely a bid 
for chauvinistic support. 
But this theory surely understates intense 
Cambodian opposition to the use of their territory 
as a Vietnam war base camp under the arrang e­ 
ment with Sihanouk . The seeds of Sihanouk ’s fall 
prohAbly were planted in February when province 
g overnors met and compared notes on Communist 
Vietnamese troops in their home areas. 
Such clear national sentiment is of little use 
ag ainst superior military mig ht. Cambodia, find­ 
ing itself pitifully devoid of allies, is at Hanoi’s 
mercy . That Washing ton should permit this when 
the stak es are so larg e is remark able.

Kenneth B. Stark Jr., the author, finds that the 
role of the letter-to-the-editor colunrn in the cur- 
rent debate over development of a rig ht of access 
to the news media g enerally has been over­ 
look ed.” But, he finds: 
“The letter has alway s been, under the 
libertarian view, an important element of the 
sy stem. But today , with the extreme cost of 
entering the mass media on a level which will 
receive notice by the majority , the import of the 
letter has been g reatly increased.” 


TTiis certainly is the feeling o f The Linco ln 
Jo urnal, where the Public Mind lo ng has been 
Regarded as o ne o f the mo st v ital and interesting 
features o f the newspapers.

Growing interest in public expression of in­ 
dividual views raises the q uestion of the prob­ 
ability that a letter to the editor will be publish­ 
ed. As far as The Journal is concerned, the 
chances of publication are very g ood — as long as 
a few easily -met g uidelines are followed. 
The most important of these g uidelines, which 
appear daily at the top of the Public Mind column, 
is that the name and address of the writer must 
appear on the letter. Failure to observe this rule 
probably disq ualifies more letters than any other 
consideration. 
On most letters, it is not necessary that the 
writer’s name be published if it is specifically re­ 
q uested that this not be done. It is felt that the 
idea being expressed is more important than the 
identity of the writer. 
In cases where many letters express similar 
viewpoints, preference is g iven those which can 
appear over the writer’s name. 
Letters critical of an individual must c a i^ the 
writer’s name in print. The Journal feels it is only 
fair that a person being criticized is able to iden- 
tify the critic.

During an electio n campaign, letters fav o ring 
o r o ppo sing can^dates are required to sho w the 
writer’s name in publicatio n. Generally , a writer 
is no t permitted mo re than o ne ex pressio n o f sup­ 
po rt o r o ppo sitio n to the same candidate. Letters 
repeating po ints abo ut a candidate prev io usly 
made in the Public Mind are no t as likely to be 
printed as tho se making new po ints.

The Journal has a policy also of not publishing 
in the Public Mind letters from persons who are 
declared candidates for public office, except when 
they are in direct response to a Journal editorial 
or a previous Public Mind letter. Candidates, of 
course, have access to the news columns if their 
statements are deemed sufficiently sig nificant. 
Poetry is very seldom printed in the Public 
Mind, and then only when it is an exceptionally 
novel and succinct observation of a topic of cur­ 
rent news interest. Poetry “for poetry ’s sak e” is 
not used. This space is intended as a forum for 
ideas and not as a literary outlet. 
Generally speak ing those letters dealing 
clearly and concisely with matters of intense and 
immediate public interest will have priority in the 
Public Mind.

Within these guidelines, the public do cs 
hav e a chance fo r mass distributio n o f in­ 
div idual ideas; and they are enco uraged to use 
this o ppo rtunity .

The ov erflow crowd, which

Th e p lan t is switch in g to 
skimmin g th e oil off th e waste 
water, but some of it forms an 
emulsion with th e w ater an d 
gets p ast.

th e emulsion an d brin g th e oil 
to th e surface, wh ere it can be 
skimmed.

Like th e cosd: of groceries, h ousin g, cloth in g 
an d oth er th in gs p eop le buy , th e cost of educa­ 
tion is goin g up . 


Althoug h salaries for teachers and other 
employ es of the Lincoln public schools still 
appear far from settled, it is certain that 
pay roll costs will g o up somewhere between 
V r and IIS. 


Th at, rough ly , is th e differen ce between 
th e .sch edule th e Board of Education n egotia­ 
tin g team h as offered an d wh at th e teach ers 
p ro{M)sed th e last time aroun d. 
With th e curren t y ear’s total p ay roll p egged 
at $17.5 million , th at ran ge would m ean an 
in crease of $1.225 million a t th e min imum 
an d SI.925 million at th e max imum. 
Th at's for salaries an d wages an d related 
costs, such as frin ge ben efits, Social Security , 
workmen ’s comp en sation , etc., for all emp loy c.s 
— teach ers, adm in istrators an d food service, 
o[x 'ration an d m ain ten an ce, clerical an d oth er 
emp loy es.

Hartog , a s s o c i a t e 
superintendent for business affairs, estimates 
that, totally aside from salaries and wag es,

Federal fun ds of about $25,000 a y ear 1o 
sup p ort th e com p uter p rogram.

burden of th e local sch ool district in 1970-71. 
Public Law 8 74 fun ds to aid federally im­ 
p acted areas were fun ded at about 9 0'o of 
th e $38 0,000 an ticip ated th is y ear, leavin g a 
$38 .000 deficit to be made up . An d Dr. Den 
Hartog is guessin g th e am oun t to be received 
n ex t y ear will fall to about $300 000.

Based on last y ear’s assessed valuation , 
a $1.8 million boost would mean an in crease 
of some six mills, or $42. on a $20.000 h ouse 
with an assessed value of $7,000. 


With that kind of increase for nex t y ear 
ov er this y ear added to a $1.4 million increase 
this y ear ov er last y ear — adding up to a 
two-y ear increase of $3.2 million — the $3.65 
million the school district anticipates from the 
$35 million the state div ides among all school 
districts would be almost eaten up by infla­ 
tion. 


Th e state aid bill as revised by th e 1969 
Legislature would p rovide some $90 million 
for all sch ool districts, in cludin g between $9 
million an d $10 million for Lin coln .

On the poin t that utility 
boards should n ot be subjected 
to political pressu re, the Coun ­ 
cil decided that n in e of the 11 
LES board members should be 
lay citizen s. 
On the poin t that a utility 
board could become a small 
“empire,” the Coun cil decided 
to 
retain 
ultimate 
con trol 
throug h authority ov er rates 
an d budg ets. 
On the poin t that utility 
boards may lack the n ecessary 
coordin ation with other city 


departmen ts, the C o u n c i l 
decided to retain budg et con trol 
an d hav e to Coun cil members 
on the board to assure proper 
coordin ation . 
But in summarizing results o f 
its surv ey , the APPA said: 
“It must be recog n ized that 
the successful operation of the 
utility is basically the resu lt of 
the performan ce of t h e in ­ 
div iduals, con cern ed with its 
admin istration , rather than of 
the admin istrativ e org an ization 
per se.” 
This same poin t was made by 
Toral F. Duckett, ex ecutiv e 
v ice presiden t an d 
g en eral 
man ag er of Cen tral Telephon e 
& Utilities Corp., a firm with 
telephon e, electric an d n atural 
g as holdin g s. 
Duckett poin ted out that it 
takes “g ood people” to run an y 
busin ess but that these people 
should be subject to some con ­ 
trol an d superv ision . 
No priv ate business wo uld 


allo w administrativ e perso nnel 
to o perate the business un­ 
checked, Duckett said, and the 
same philo so phy applies to a 
public utility which is o wned by 
the 
peo ple 
and 
is 
the 
respo nsibility o f their elected 
representativ es. 
Lester 
Trussell,

Tu esday n ig ht’s con cert of the Lin coln 
Sy m­ 
phon y ’s 1969-70 season con clu ded the series on 
a 
n ote of triu mph for the orchestra, its con du ctor, 
Leo Kopp, an d the two au dition win n er soloists, 
Dan Sclu n idt, tru mpet, an d Lin da Laessle, pian o. 
The pro g ram o pened with the Ov erture to 
Jo hann Strauss’ “ A Nig ht in Venice,” a ty pical 
lig ht o pera po tpo urri strung to g ether by a master 
o f the idio m and play ed by the o rchestra with 
the lilt and swing that such music needs. 
Dan Schmidt, 
sen ior in 
the Un iv ersity of 
Nebraska School of Mu sic, n ex t g av e an ex cellen t 
performan ce of a “Con certo for D Tru mpet” by 
G. P. Teleman n , on e of J. S. Bach’s famou s con ­ 
temporaries. 
Mr. Schmidt u sed a B flat tru mpet for the 
performan ce bu t n ot the stan dard on e. Rather, 
the in stru men t is an octav e hig her an d is a tru mpet 
of modern an d n ot Baroqu e desig n . It offers ad­ 
v an tag es of facility to the performer of hig h Baro­ 
qu e tru mpet parts bu t requ ires somewhat g reater 
breath pressu re, particu larly in the hig hest of its 
ran g e. 
Mr. Schmidt bro ug ht fo rth a clear and sparkling 
to ne fro m the diminutiv e instrument and play ed 
the music with a g o o d sense o f sty le, crisp articula­ 
tio n and dy namic v ariety . The brig ht so und o f 
the instrument co ntrasted effectiv ely with the string 
and harpsicho rd acco mpaniment. 
Liszt’s “Mephisto Waltz” n ex t play ed by the 
orchestra at least prov ided an in terlu de between 
the two soloists bu t does n ot hav e mu ch stren g th 
as a composition . Its demon ic qu alities which to 
modem ears are somewhat pale, come off better 
in the v ersion Liszt wrote for the pian o. 
Linda Laessle, pianist and g raduate student 
at the NU Scho o l o f Music, co ncluded the first 
half o f the pro g ram with a first-rate perfo rmance 
o f the first mo v ement o f Rachmanino ff’s “ Seco nd 
Piano Co ncerto .” Her play ing was technically secure 
and co nfident, sho wed sensitiv e feeling fo r the 
music, understanding o f en&embie requirements and 
a remarkably big to ne which asserted itself ev en 
tho ug h she was o v erbalanced by the o rchestra at 
times. 
This mu sic cou ld easily be ov er-sen timen talized 
bu t Mrs. Laessle rather chose to emphasize its 
sweep an d v ig or, which for this writer v ery mu ch 
en han ced its emotion al power. 
The Dv o rak “ Eig hth Sy mpho ny ” (fo rmerly No . 
4) co ncluded the pro g ram after the intermissio n. 
This sy mpho ny is described by o ne writer as being 
“ fo rmally no nchalant” but in spite o f its so mewhat 
lo o se o rg anizatio n, it is a successio n o f v ery at­ 
tractiv e sectio ns o f music, skillfully co ntrasted, with 
beautiful tunes and Czech idio ms, written in a co lo rful, 
rich and liv ely manner. 
The Lin coln Sy mphon y an d Leo Kopp reached 
a hig h stan dard of ex cellen ce in the ex ecu tion an d 
in terpretation of this work.

With a capable housemother, 
good food and clean quarters,

y eaTs despite being old, miles 
away from the courts, police 
and 
probation 
offices 
and 
unao.e to provide any activities 
for the y oungsters who must 
stay there. 
Now, however, Westview ap­ 
pears to be near closing, with 
nursing home patients soon to 
be moved to the 
old 
.St. 
Elizabeth Hospital site recently 
purchased by the county . And if 
it is, the detention home must 
move too. 
Will the nex t juvenile deten­ 
tion unit be just another old 
building that happens to be 
available, or will it be carefully 
planned, this time, for the job it 
must do in handling the coun­ 
ty ’s troubled y oungsters? 
“ There’s been a lot of think­

False. Most of them could easily 
be solv ed if we could just allow 
ourselv es to do what is needed.

(LEA), schools in Lincoln’s size bracket arou nd 
the cou ntry are settling for raises av erag ing 
between 9% and 11%. 
Based on last y ear’s assessed v alu ation, 
a $1.8 million boost wou ld mean an increase 
of some six mills, or $42, on a $20,000 hou se 
with an assessed v alu e of $7.000.
